DM of the Nec»»»ary Morning Dutlei of 
the Careful Housekeeper. 


The regular trimming of lamps is ona 
f the necessary morning duties, and 
pspropriately follows the bed-room 
tfork, although it can be done during 
uiy ten vaeant minutes there may be 
efore going upstairs. The dovetailing 
f work, to make one task fit in with 
mother so that there are no lost min- 
utes, is the secret of accomplishing very 
much in a short time. If you have no 
•egnlarlamp scissors (which cost very 
little), save your others, and also save 
ie bits of carbonized wick from drop- 
ping about, by devoting an old pair to 
iie purpose. 


In trimming the wick cut off as little 


of the charred part as possible; gen- 
erally it is sufficient just to clip off any 
inequality of the burned surface. Some 
people do not cut the wick at all, but 
(imply wipe it off with paper, but the 
edge sometimes remains ragged after 
this; then the scissors may be used with 
advantage to make it even; if the flame 
is not even, you may be sure there ie 
lome tiny point on the wick; see that 
the corners are very slightly rounded 


off, to prevent points of flame. If they 
are cut off too much, however, the flam o 
will be too narrow, and the light not so 
rood as the size of the wick will allow. 


Every drop of oil must be wiped from 


the burner, and nothing answers foi 
this purpose bettor than newspaper 
which can bo immediately burned. I 
a. cloth is used, it must cither be washed 
out immediately, or it will cause the 
place in which it is kept, and every 
thing near it, to smell of kerosene. 


When you are sure the lamp an 


burner aro quite free from oil, polis' 
the chimney. The common btilbou 
chimney is best cleaned, -uhcn on] 
dim, with soft newspaper; if smoket 
and fly-spotted, was.li it in soupy hot 
water, rinse it in clear, hot water anil 
wipe it dry. Do not be satis-lied to 
place a chimney that is not brightly 
polished on n lamp; like a well blaek- 
ened stove, a clean lump gives an air of 
cleanliness and cheerfulness to the 
plainest room, while a handsome ono 
in which the odor of kerosene is per- 
ceptible and a smoke-dimmed chimney 
visible, will scorn neglected and de- 
pressing.

For the cylinder chimney, which is 


the most difficult to clean, I have found 
nothing so good, after trying all sorts 
of contrivances, as the brush with wire 
handle sold for 
daily use of this,

The Sunday Springfield Journal con- 


tains the following railroad information 
of local interest: 


Judge Treat yesterday made an order 


requiring N. W. Branson, a special com- 
missioner, to execute to Bobert K. Dow, 
as trustee for the purchase of the Illinois 
Midland railroad at the sale made here 
on Sept. 30 last, a deed for the entire 
property, the deed to contain a defeasance 
providing that if the purchasers should 
fail to complete the payments according 
to the conditions of the sale, the court 
may order a resale of the property. Two 
of the payments have been made accord- 
ing to the conditions of the sale and the 
other fiills due March 1. The order also 
requires Receiver Conklin to turn into 
court any moneys connected with his 
trust that may be now in his hands. 


The amount of the first payment was 


something over $300,000; the last pay- 
ment about $GOO,000, which leaves a bal- 
ance due of about 8200,000. President 
Fairbanks visited Springfield Saturday 
to receive the deed.

The published announcement for a 


meeting of citizens at Treasurer Steele's
